Ai-TKR losing several hundred dollars each in 
wageH,'the Ciucinaati plumbers have retamed 
to work. They "struck" some months ago be- 
cause the bosses wonld not collect a $25 fine 
which the Union bad imposed on a couple of 
men, or would not discharge the men because 
they refused to pay the fine. This is one of 
the'modem Labor Union innovations for which 
common sense would not stand ( and the strikers 
have paid quite dearly for their foolish action. 

Ik "(J. -M. W." only knew a part of what 
he thinks he knows about the labor t|ue8tion, 
he certainly ought to know that Union prices, 
as well as non-Union prices, are regulated ac* 
cording to locality. He cites a case occurring 
in Cincinnati and applies it to Maysville, fo^ 
getting, in the very case cited, that this skilled 
mechanic had there jxirhaps one week's work 
out uf four, and lh:it here ho is t'inployed the 
year ■round: that there he worked from 10 
to 18 hours hours out uf 'J4, while here he 
works only or 1" hours out of 1*4, and all in 
diivlight. If the gentleman is «t) sure that the 
I'nion prices of Cincinnati will apply in Mays- 
ville. maybe lie will engage to secure for the 
Mavsville papers the jirices charged for adver- 
tising liv the Cincinnati pajters. He will find 
that TuK Lkix.kk char«res $18 a year f()r the 
same sji.Hce that the ( iticinii.-iti jiapergets about 
for. If he will engage to rill these col- 
umns, and keep them tilled, at Cincinnati adver- 
ti.siug rates, Thk Lruoer will pay its enii)loye8 
10% more than the Cincinnati Union scale; 
besides, he shall have a salary of $50 a week, 
which will certainly lift him above the level of 
jiauper labor. 

With this, The Ledokr declines any further 
controversy with a gentleman so learnedly ig- 
norant of his subject, and respectfully suggests 
another forum for airing his views of what he 
is pleased to call *'pauper labor'* — a Hall, for 
example.
